He recalls cutting hay where 
the town of Vulcan now stands 
and, on the homestead, getting 
a good supply of water only 
after digging a 40-foot deep 
well by hand. 

In 1929 Mr. and Mrs. Finckh 
rented out their three quarter 
sections of land and retired to 
Vulcan, where they have since 
resided. Still healthy and active, 
Mr. Finckh takes a daily walk 
downtown and maintains a 
keen interest in the affairs of 
the community which has been 
home to him for over 60 years.

Mr. Finckh was born in Min¬ 
nesota in 1877 and came to 
Canada and homesteaded in the 
Reid Hill district in 1905. He 
was married at Etna, Minn, in 


Pioneer homesteaders of the 
Reid Hill district and residents 
of the town of Vulcan since 
1920, Mr. and Mrs. E. R. Finckh 
last month decided to make 
various cash gifts for worth¬ 
while causes. “If we don’t give 
some of our money away now 
the government will get too 
large a share of it,” Mr. Finckh 
told the Advocate, and the 
couple’s gift program last 
month totalled $45,000, plus 
substantial cash gifts to various 
nieces and nephews in the 
United States. 

Biggest of the four donations 
made last month was the sum 
of $25,000 to the County of Vul¬ 
can No. 2 for the purpose of 
setting up a scholarship fund 
for the benefit of students 
graduating from the County 
Central High School at Vulcan.

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Faster Movement Biggest Need 

. < 

In spite of the protestations of the president of 
the CPR that the lag in wheat shipping is the fault 
of the terminals at Vancouver rather than any slack¬ 
ness in the operations of the CPR, the evidence over¬ 
whelmingly points to the CPR as the culprit, certainly 
as far as Southern Alberta is concerned. 

The boxcar situation is apparently easing a bit 
now, but many rail points right in this part of South¬ 
ern Alberta are still on two and three bushel quotas 
and it will take a lot of boxcars in the next few 
months tQ make up for the extremely slow movement 
of grain from this part of the province in mid-winter. 

The Vancouver manager of the Canadian Wheat 
Board, speaking to the Export Study Club in that 
city, recently said that the changing direction of 
wheat flow from east to west because of the expand¬ 
ing market areas off the west coast justifies greater 
development of grain handling facilities at the west 
coast. The Wheat Board man was right, of course, 
but the thought strikes us that expansion of facilities 
for receiving grain and loading ships would be wasted 
effort unless it is firmly tied in with a considerable 
improvement in moving grain from western prairie 
points to the coast. Present facilities at Vancouver 
are not working at capacity now, so the primary 
objective should be faster movement of grain to the 
terminals. There’s not much point in building better 
grain handling facilities if the grain can’t be moved 
to them in a more efficient manner than it is at 
present. 

In his same talk the Wheat Board official made 
a statement that is deserving of more publicity than 
it is likely to get. Wheat is unique, he said, in that 
it is a product that makes a very substantial contribu¬ 
tion to Canada’s export balance without subsidies.
